In order 
to have the greatest efficiency, 
the routes must be planned in 
such a manner that the greatest 
number 
of pupils 
can 
be 
transported 
with

fewest 
number of buses. All phases of 
the 
program 
must 
be 
con­ 
tinually evaluated and records 
must reflect data which can be 
analyzed 
in 
order 
to 
make 
decisions which will make 
it 
possible to transport the pupils 
the fewest miles for the fewest 
dollars. 
It is believed that the three 
named criteria were all given 
consideration when establishing 
the 
routes, 
aid 
that 
the 
'established routes for the school 
year 1972-73 provide for a safe, 
efficient, 
and 
economical 
transportation program for the

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According 
to

tendent,

analyzed the recommendations

FBI Men Shoot, Seize Skyjacker 
Who Obtained Plane, Huge Ransom

School Cafeteria to hear the 
cases of the 
Rushvilie Con­ 
solidated School Board and a 
group of objectors involving the 
issuance of bonds for the con­ 
struction of elementary schools 
in the north end of the city. 


SEATTLE (AP) — A 43-year- 
old objector to the war in Viet­ 
nam is under guard in. a hospi­ 
tal with bullet wour.ds in the 
shoulder and leg inflicted by 
FBI agents in the climax of an. 
elaborate airliner hijack. 
Before 
it ended, 
the 
sky­ 
jacking covered 12 hours and 
more 
than 
800 
miles—from 
Reno, Nev., to Vancouver, B.C., 
and back to Seattle. 
.Authorities 
identified 
the 
wounded man as Frank Markoe 
Sibley of Stateline, Nev., and 
said he would be charged with 
air 
piracy. 
Sibley’s 
wounds 
were described as serious but 
net critical. 
Sibley was shot In the hi­ 


jacked United Air Line Boeing 
727 late Friday night after hia 
demand for 15 gold bars worth 
$15,000 had been met in Van­ 
couver and $2 million in cash 
was delivered to him in Seattle. 
Two FBI agents boarded the 
hijacked plane under the guise 
of airline employes after the 
sky 
pirate 
insisted 
on 
new 
crewmen. 
While the agents were fork- 
lifted 
aboard, the 727 semi- 
nude 
to 
prove 
they 
were 
unarmed, 
other 
FBI 
men 
prodded a gun on a pole into 
the cabin. With that weapon, 
the FBI agents confronted the 
hijacker in the cockpit as he

buildings when, in his opinion, 
only one is to be built. “ If I 
were to build a building like 
that, 1 would be assessed for 
one building, not two,” Mr. 
Miller stated, .repeatedly. 
(The preliminary plans for 
the building, by the architects, 
call 
for 
2 
independent 
ad­ 
ministrations for the school one 
for K through 3 and the other 
to govern grades 4 through 6. 
A separate structure altogether 
is involved for Kindergarten, 
but the administrative duties 
will be combined. The schools

going 
outside, 
according 
to 
architects plans.) 
“We 
contend 
that 
this is 
getting mass-produced students 
and we don’t want this,” Mr. 
Miller stated. 
Mr. Miller also cited tran­ 
sportation 
problems 
in 
the 
presently planned construction 
project. He noted that children 
will be “bussed out of their 
neighborhoods, and this is a big 
issue 
at 
both 
political 
con­ 
ventions 
now.” 
The 
objector 
noted the trend in California 
toward 
smaller 
schools 
and 
challenged “We feel that 1,200 
students is definitely too many.” 
many.” 
Concerning the busing issue. 
Mr. Miller expressed his opinion 
that 
the 
school 
should 
be 
located 
where 
the 
greatest 
number of students could walk. 
He referred to talks he had with 
the Superintendent of schools 
noting that the location of 8th 
or 9th street had been thrown 
out as a possible boundary for 
dividing students who would, be 
transported 
and 
those 
who 
would walk. He submitted a 
figure of 700 students as those 
who would have to be tran­ 
sported 
in 
this 
situation. 
Carrying this issue, further, he 
evolved at $7,000 the cost of 
bus driver and bus depreciation 
and 
wear 
for 
busing 
the 
students for a year. Tallying up 
his figures he presented the 
assumption 
that 
this 
would 
result in additional 7 cents on 
the tax dollar for operating 
expenses which he tagged as 
“unnecessary.” 
Noting 
the 
high 
cost 
of 
transportation, 
M r . 
Miller 
presented statistics from the 
Farm Bureau which state that 
for 4-5,'000 enrollment 
trans­ 
portation for school or school 
corporations 
averages 
$67. 
“Ours 
is 
$127.” 
Mr. 
Miller 
stated. 
Referring 
to 
these 
figures, Mr. Miller stated, “I 
maintain that we can spend H 
million for real, estate to place 
these children where they can 
walk. 
Mr. 
Miller 
noted 
that 
he 
advocated 
buying 
up 
houses 
around what he termed “virgin 
land which is available in the 
city” to build one of the school 
buildings. 
“People of Rushvilie don’t 
want their children walking 1W 
miles to school,” the objector 
stated, 
and 
he 
termed 
the 
t r a n s p o r t a t i o n costs an 
“operating expense that should 
be stopped now.” “We shouldn’t 
wait until the concrete is in the 
ground,” he added, 
Tagging 
the 
transportation 
aspect as “the number one 
factor in new school building,” 
he 
expressed 
advocacy 
the 
building of one school next year 
and another school building in 
the next few years. 
Also 
in 
reference 
to this 
problem, Mr. Miller stated that 
these young children are “more 
apt to get marijuana earlier” 
by walking to high school. 
Another point in the case for 
the reiiionstrators in, that the 
railroad crossing, running as it 
does, would block *4th of the 
students if a fire should break 
out. 
He 
noted 
that 
to 
his 
knowledge there have been no 
plans for a new fire station 
Also included in the objectors 
case 
by 
Mr. 
Miller 
was 
the question of sewer facilities 
for the buildings. He noted that 
there had been rumors that a 
problem has arisen in this area 
which might add to the cost 
of the construction. He noted 
that it is hot fair for the school 
district to run the line down, 
and eventually for the city to 
r e c e i v e 
sewer 
tax. 
from, 
residents who tap onto the line. 
“The school problem didn’t 
happen, overnight,” Mr. Miller 
stated. 
“We 
are

really 
growing in school population,” 
he added. 
The objector noted that when, 
tne School Board filed for the 
bond issue 
no complete 
ar­ 
chitects figures were on hand. 
And he notel that he was 
pleased whci the program was

facilities. He suggested that the

“Closeness is as close as a 
parent wants it to be.” The 
school superintendent stated. He 
noted that the planned structure 
would allow for an equal 
number in each grade and an 
equal, well-balanced, teacher 
load, which would brirg about 
more equality in education. The 
a d m i n i s t r a t o r noted that 
presently there is vast inequity 
in class sizes m the various 
schools. 
Mr. Huddleston stated that at 
this 
time 
the 
Board 
of 
Education has not made any 
d e c i • i o n s regarding tran­ 
sportation. He noted that his 
discussion making 8th or 9th 
street the boundary was mere 
speculation, labelling it as 
“over the back-year fence.” 
“The only thing I know fac­ 
tually is that there is no 
distance at which any student 
has to be transported,” he said. 
(Die distance factor regarding 
transporting of students within 
a certain radius is set up by 
a regulatory agency of the 
•Ule.) 
“The Superintendent noted 
that in all fairness any tran­ 
sportation system we decide 
upon should be equal to that 
of the outlying areas —• 
Arlington, Milroy, etc.” 
Mr. Huddleston, noted that at 
the most only 700 additional 
students would be transported 
even if all were transported. 
The superintendent revoked 
the figures presented by Mr. 
Miller for cost of transporting 
the children in the city, stating 
that he would never recommend 
the $7,000 figure which Mr. 
Miller had presented — noting 
that this would allocate $40 a 
day for an 8-mile route. “1 can’t 
envision the community or the 
Board of Education supporting 
such a proposal,” he stated. 
Mr. Huddleston labelled as 
“the superintendent’s opinion” a 
s u g g e s t i o n that only 300 
students, if any at all, would 
probably be bussed. He noted 
that five 60-passenger buses 
could make one trip per day 
utilizing present drivers and 
'equipment 
to 
accommodate 
these students. *T contend that 
the busing costs in the petition 
are not accurate,” Superin­ 
tendent Huddleston noted. 
Regarding the fire-station 
situation, Huddleston noted that 
for many years 2500 students 
have been located north of the 
railroad. He reported that the 
new complex would place only 
343 additional students (based 
on last year’s enrollment) in the 
area. “So there is no real 
change in the fire problem due 
to the location of the facility,” 
Huddleston noted. “Nobody can 
argue that it is a problem; It 
is a problem that city officials 
have thought about and there 
has been some public thinking 
for a new fire station in the 
north end,” the administrator 
added. 
Mr. Huddleston answered the 
charge by Miller that the public 
had been misled concerning cost 
of 
the 
project 
with 
the 
statements 
that: 
“We 
did 
project an amount of money wo 
hoped the community would 
accept, but rising costs and 
delay are pushing the figure 
higher.” He noted a need to 
“move as rapidly as possible 


to stay within guidelines set up 
by the board,.” 
Hi noted that following 
original estimates, the board 
did some in-depth study and 
decided to make some ad­ 
ditional approvals of materials 
and facilities which would 
e n h a n c e the educational 
facilities already planned for. 
He noted that it was the general 
opinion of the board that “if 
we are going to do it, we might 
as well, do it right.” 
“There is no question that the 
community feels a need for 
these schools to be built.” the 
superintendent 
told 
hearing 
officers, “we are closing schools 
built In 1906, 1917, and 1891.” 
John Hughes, school board 
attorney, spoke in behalf of the 
school corporation. He com­ 
mended Mr. Miller for coming 
to state his views on the matter, 
noting' that many people have 
opinions but don’t show up to 
voice them. “But you’d better 
believe you’ll hear from them 
after something's done,” he 
remarked to the school board 
members. 
Mr. Hughes also commended 
Mr. Miller for not filing a re­ 
monstrance which would have 
meant postponement of any 
school construction, for another 
year. 
“I believe Mr. Mil'.er sin­ 
cerely believes he is right in 
what he thinks should be' done, 
and he is entitled to his own 
opinion,” the attorney com­ 
mented. 
to his short, presentation Mr. 
Hughes noted that if the cor­ 
poration were to try to tear 
down and rebuild one of the 
schools in the county 'there 
would be definite state limita­ 
tions which would hamper con- 
s t r u c t i o n in these areas 
regarding acreage requirements 
and varloua other aspects. 
Hughes noted that the board 
members have the power and 
authority 
to 
make 
many 
decisions, that they have acted 
on the recommendations of the 
school administrators, and that 
all decisions made by them 
were done to in good faith. 
In closing, the school's at­ 
torney noted that he wished 
other concerned people would 
also come to voice their 
opinions on such important 
issues. 
In rebuttal, Mr. Miller ad­ 
dressed questions to the School 
Board and officials regarding 
issues 
he 
had 
previously 
mentioned. He was informed 
that nothing can be anticipated 
•t this point regarding tran­ 
sportation because it is up to 
the Board of Education to make 
such a decision. 
Worth Hodson, School Board 
president, informed that the 
•ewer problem has not been 
resolved, and Miller was also 
informed that a cost for some 
sort of sewer facility had been 
included in the architect’s 
estimate. Mr. Huddleston noted 
that discussions had been held 
with city officials and that the 
city would have to release cost 
figures and plans. 
Mr. Huddleston noted that the 
school board had made some 
changes in the original plans 
because they were “looking 
d*.wn the road” in regard to 
space and other improvements. 
The superintendent dismissed 
at a question of “semantics” 
the issue of advertising the 
project as two school buildings. 
He noted that this was not an 
attempt to mislead anyone on 


the part of the school officials. 
(Considerable 
publicity 
has 
been given in this regard.) 
In regard to the extra $*4 
million the superintendent noted 
that building costs and im­ 
provement plans will take up 
this money. 
Mr. Huddleston commented 
that by placing all. of the 
students in one grade in the 
same building it allows for a 
more complete and equitable 
education for all students. 
In the rebuttal Mr. Miller 
remarked that it was his 
opinion that “we got going on 
this thing too fast without good 
thinking and good planning.” He 
also re-questioned the officials 
in regard to the extra funds 
in waiting one year and he 
stated that he felt there is “no 
better place to pick up germs” 
than on a school bus. 
The 
school 
superintendent 
summarized the stand of the 
school corporation saying that 
due to the waste involved in 
buildings, and the inadvisability 
of building on the site west of 
the city the board had felt that 
the dual use of facilities was 
a wise money-saving decision. 
‘‘The longer we delay, the 
faster the money will be eaten 
up.” the superintendent advised, 
Attorney for the objecting 
group, Richard Levi, sum­ 
marized the opinion of his group 
stating that they believed, one 
school could be built at the 
north site with remodelling of 
one school which exists at this 
time or build one in the city. 
The Board of Tax Com­ 
missioners will receive the 
reports of the two officers who 
conducted the hearing and it 
will be their verdict which will 
decide the fate of the new 
schools.

1-Year List

BOSTON CAP) - The Univer­ 
sity of Kansas, Duke and East­ 
ern Michigan were placed on 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association’s one-year proba­ 
tion list ..today while the Univer­ 
sity of California looked for­ 
ward to getting off the penalty 
roles earlier than some ex­ 
pected. 
The powerful policy-making 
council of the NCAA censured 
and handed stiff penalties to 
Kansas, Duke and Eastern 
Michigan Friday in the windup 
pf week-long NCAA meetings. 
California, placed on in­ 
definite suspension for viola­ 
tions of the 1.6 academic code 
last August, satisfied the NCAA 
it has been operating under the 
minimum regulation since last 
Feb. 1. The council imposed a 
one-year probation retroactive 
to that date. 
Kansas was censured and 
placed on two years probation 
by its Big Eight Conference in 
October, 1970. The NCAA made 
its own investigation and in­ 
cluded other alleged rule viola­ 
tions which were “washed out.” 
The NCAA handed down its 
decision against Kansas for 
many violations, including such 
minor infractions as providing 
athletes theater discount cards. 
The most serous charges 
that a former aaaistant football 
coach certified two players as 
eligible under the 1.8 academic 
rule “on the hails of fraudulent 
high school ranks.” Other viola­ 
tions involved recruiting, finan­ 
cial aid and ethical conduct. 
The NCAA ordered that Kan­ 
sas* football, baaketbaU and 
track teams be barred from 
posi-season competition during 
the probationary period. The 
football team also is banned 
from participation in NCAA- 
controlled television programs. 
California originally was pe­ 
nalized for violation of the 1.6 
rule for permitting track star 
Isaac Curtis and football tight 
end Larry Bromsey to com­ 
pete. Both linee have left the 
university. 
Duke was censured for violat­ 
ing recruiting rules, mainly in 
entertaining and transporting 
prospective student athletes. 
However, only the basketball 
team will be barred from post­ 
season play next spring. 
Eastern Michigan was repri­ 
manded for violating several 
NCAA rules governing financial 
•id to students, ethical conduct 
in which a basketball player hit 
an epponent, and the academic 
regulation involving five play­ 
ers.Eastern Michigan's teams In 
basketball, baseball, track and 
wrestling were declared in­ 
eligible for post-season play 
next year.

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THE SEAT BELT BUST 
A recent saturation campaign of tele­ 
vision commercials urging seat belt use 
“had no effect whatsoever,” reports its 
sponsor. 
During a 9-month period in 1971 and 
early 1972, the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety conducted a television 
campaign in a middle-sized American 
city consisting of six professionally pro­ 
duced commercials. Observations were 
made of cars throughout the city to de­ 
termine any change in the level of seat 
belt use. 
At the end of the period, the research­ 
ers discovered that the campaign had 
been a complete bust. In fact, seat belt 
usage actually declined, but this was be­ 
lieved due to the onset of cold weather 
and the inconvenience of buckling belts 
over winter clothing. 
“In spite of the number of campaigns 
urging safety belt use,” concludes the 
institute, “the proportion of vehicle oc­ 
cupants using them is so low that much 
of the reduction in death and injury that 
should be achieved by their use is not 
being realized.” 
How much of a reduction is not being 
realized? 
The Highway Safety Foundation esti­ 
mates that half of the 50.000-plus deaths 
recorded in the nation every year could 
be prevented if people would wear their 
seat belts. Disabling accidents could be 
cut by 25 per cent. 
Yet four out of five drivers and passen­ 
gers seem to be immune to all the sta­ 
tistical arguments and appeals to reason, 
and because they are, there is a growing 
movement to make seat belt use manda­ 
tory. 
Since July 1, 1971, all interstate truck­ 
ers have been required to wear seat belts. 
The Highway Safety Foundation, whose 
statistical analyses of accidents assisted 
the Department of Transportation in the 
issuance of the regulation is pushing for 
state laws requiring seat belt use in all 
automotive vehicles (with a few exemp­ 
tions. such as for the physically handi­ 
capped). 
Proponents of such laws point to Aus­ 
tralia’s experience. In 1971, the state of 
Victoria registered a 24 per cent drop in 
automotive fatalities in the nine months 
during which it was the only state in 
that country to have a seat belt law. More 
recently. New South Wales registered a 
22 per cent decrease. 
The penalty for not wearing a seat belt 
in both states is $20. In New South 
Wales, police have been fining about 
2,000 people a month. 
Opponents of seat belt laws argue that 
1974 model American cars will have igni­ 
tion interlock systems that will prevent 
a car from starting if driver and passen­ 
ger do not have their belts fastened. 
Furthermore, under the present time­ 
table, beginning in 1976, all new cars will 
have air bags as mandatory equipment. 
But according to Eugene P. Conese, 
president of Irvin Industries, Inc., a lead­ 
ing producer of automotive safety equip­ 
ment (including air bags), seat belts still 
wouid have to be used with air bags for 
ultimate safety. 
“Air bags offer no protection in second­ 
ary and tertiary crashes and rollovers, or 
from ejections,” he points out. ‘‘And 
these types of accidents are where most 
injuries and fatalities occur.” 
There is also the possibility that peo­ 
ple will remove their air bags or circum­ 
vent ignition interlock systems, as some 
1972 model owners are circumventing 
seat belt warning buzzers. 
Moreover, millions of pre-1974 or 1976 
automobiles will be on the highways for 
many years to come. 
Says* Harrison C. Frost of the Highway 
Safety Foundation: 
“Seat belts are with us now — on all 
cars, all paid for, and available to save 
lives today, and substantially reduce dis­ 
abling injuries — if they are worn!”

What about anger, doubt, ambition 
and sexual desire? Are these emotions 
necessarily carnal? Oí course not. 
Take the emotion of anger. The Apostle 
Paul recognized an anger that had re­ 
deeming qualities. But certainly it was 
not an anger gone out of control. It was 
not a vindictive, bitter thing being spent 
on another human being. It was a right- 
ous indignation which itself needed tem­ 
perance. “Let not the sun go down upon 
your wrath,” admonished the apostle. 
Any degree of anger has to be cooled 
eventually. 
Doubt is not necessarily a carnal 
thing. If it has as its purpose to be cer­ 
tain, then doubt is legitimate. However, 
if it crosses the line into unbelief and 
stubborn rejection of truth, then it stems 
from the carnal. 
Ambition may be carnal and yet it 
may be a very natural thing with good re­ 
deeming qualities. Unsanctified ambition 
that purposes to succeed at any cost, 
even walking over people’s feelings and 
right past principles, is definitely a car­ 
nal ambition. But to v(ant to make some­ 
thing of life and its opportunities and 
be a blessing to others, is certainly not 
a carnal emotion. It can become an atti­ 
tude blessed of God. 
Sexual desire is not in itself a carnal 
thing. It is a holy and sacred instinct be­ 
stowed upon normal human beings for 
their happiness and welfare and that of 
the whole human race. But if it degener­ 
ates into uncontrollable lust, then it be­ 
comes carnal and destructive. 
It is not natural human instincts that 
we should deny; it is the abuse of these 
emotions that we must guard against. 
God is pleased when we apply discipline 
and reject the extreme.

Protesters Plan Many ‘Events’ 
To Embarrass GOP At Convention 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
Convention protesters plan to 
greet the Republican party next 
week with marches, sit-ins and 
civil disobedience —- some of 
which is designed to end in ar­ 
rests. 
Everything is supposed to be 
nonviolent but police and pro­ 
test organizers are concerned 
that things could get out of 
hand. At least one group says 
flatly it is not interested in civil 
disobedience 
and will adopt 
more forceful tactics. 
“No one thinks we are going 
to- stop the convention,” said 
Marty Fein wider of the Miami 
Conventions Coalition.. “But we 
will 
register 
our protest 
to 
Richard 
Nixon 
and 
all 
he 
stands for by our willingness to 
be arrested in large numbers.” 
Police say they expect about 
3,500 protesters to be on hand 
when the GOP convenes Mon­ 
day. About 3,000 demonstrators 
assembled last month during 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention. 
Arrayed against the protest­ 
ers will be 1,150 policemen, 2,- 
500 Army and Marine troops, 
3.000 National Guardsmen and 
2.000 Secret Service, FBI and 
military intelligence agents. 
Some 
ground rules for the 
street action have been laid out 
in meetings between police and 
th«‘ Conventions Coalition, an 
umbrella organization set up to 
coordinate 
the protests. 
The 
ruies say there will be no as­ 
saults on police, no destruction 
of property and no demonstra­ 
tions in the residential area 
near 
Convention 
Hall 
where 
many of the city’s older citi­ 
zens live. 
“They say they are going to 
be nonviolent, and I believe it

“We don’t want the issues, 
Nixon, and the war, eclipsed by 
what we do,” said Yippie lead­ 
er Jeff Nightbyrd.

willing to put our bodies on the 
line, but violence would only 
shift the focus off what we are 
really trying to do.”

Healthy Report 
Is Made On 
U.S. Economy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government has issued a pros­ 
perous report for the April-June 
quarter: 
the 
economy 
grew 
more than expected, corporate 
profits increased strongly, and 
inflation was lower than antici­ 
pated. 
The Commerce Department 
said Thursday the Gross Na­ 
tional Product grew at a 9.4- 
per-cent rate 
in the second 
quarter, better than the 8.9-per- 
cent estimate of a month ago. 
The GNP revision made the 
economic 
growth during 
the 
quarter the highest since the 
fourth quarter of 1965, when the 
economy also advanced by 9.4 
per cent. 
The GNP is the total market 
value of the nation’s goods and 
services 
and 
the 
broadest 
measure' of the economy. 
The 
Nixon 
administration 
says it will be hard to sustain 
the second-quarter growth. The 
department said the GNP from 
April through June rose $30.3 
billion to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of $1.139 trillion. 
Corporate pretax profits in­ 
creased at an annual rate of 
$4.9 
billion, 
the 
department 
said. The increase brings the 
profits figure to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of $93.1 
billion in the second quarter. 
Only two weeks ago, Com­ 
merce officials told industry 
sources privately that second- 
quarter 
corporate 
profits 
in 
creased by $8 billion or more, a 
forecast mainly based on glit­ 
tering profit reports by big cor­ 
porations. But the department 
revised its estimate when more 
data came in. 
The department said the in­ 
flation rate was 1.8 per cent, 
lower than the earlier estimate 
of 2.1 per cent. It was the low­ 
est rate registered since the 
lest three months of 1971, when 
the wege-price freeze played a 
major role.

Clubs Want 
Stiff er Gun 
Penalties 


CINCINNATI. Ohio (AP)-An 
association 
of 
southwestern 
Ohio gun and hunting clubs and 
conservationists 
has 
been 
formed to fight for stiffer pen­ 
alties for illegal gun users be­ 
cause they have been unhappy 
with the position of the Nation­ 
al Rifle Association. 
Donald M. 
Lerner, 
spokes­ 
man for the Citizens for Re­ 
sponsible Firearms Ownership 
(CFRFO), said Thursday the 
combined clubs have a mem­ 
bership approaching 15,000 and 
most belong to the NRA. 
Lerner told a news confer­ 
ence that the new group feels 
that the NRA’s staunch stand 
against any gun legislation was 
“too negative” and that the 
NRA “has not admitted there is 
a problem. 
“Our preliminary conclusion 
is that gun laws are little 
known and liUle used,” said the 
CFRFO director. 
He said the group has in­ 
formed all gun dealers that a 
boycott of any dealer who con­ 
tinues to sell “Saturday Night 
Specials” was now on. 
Lerner said the cheap, small- 
caliber guns are used in an ex­ 
panding number of crimes. 
CFRFO will ask Cincinnati 
and 
other 
municipalities 
to 
adopt laws similar to a new 
state 
regulation 
requiring 
a 
mandatory one year jail sen­ 
tence for those convicted the 
first time for using a gun in a 
crime and three years for the 
second offense. The new state 
law becomes effective Sept. I, 
he said.

School for the Blind in Raleigh.

her, 
especially 
since she was separated from 
her family from September to 
May her first three years. 
“When a new principal came 
my fourth year,” Ethel said, 
“he insisted that everyone go 
home at Christmas. That was a 
little better, but I never got 
used to being away from my 
family.” 
It was at a dance in April of 
her last year at the school that 
she met Wesley. He was too 
shy, she remembers, to ask her 
for a date himself, but had a 
friend come by to ask her for 
him. 
Their future 
together 
was 
soon 
sealed. 
'They 
finished 
school in June, married in Sep­ 
tember and moved to his home 
in Gastonia. 
“We lived with his mother for 
the first two years,” Ethel said. 
4She was the best mother-in- 
law I could have had.

Ethel’s life is by no means 
restricted to her place of work, 
howevei.

took off for Durham to visit 
friends. She wound up spending 
that Monday afternoon helping 
her friend get caught up with, 
her transcribing. 
“I was even offered a job,” 
she said, dimples flashing at 
the corners of her mouth.
